Wj and 
London are our Heroick Poets, and if, as a Cri- 
tick, I may fingle outany Paffage of their Works 
to commend, | thal! take Notice of that Part in 
the upper Garden at Kenfidge.z, which was at 
firft nothing but aGravel-Pitt. It muft have been 
a fine Genius for Gardening, that could have 
thought of ‘forming fach an untightly Hollow 
into. & beautiful an Area, and to hage hit 
the Eye with fo uncommon and agreeable a 
Scene, as that which it is now wrought into, 
To give this particular Spot of Ground the great- 
er Effeét, they have made a very pleating Con- 
traft; for as on one fide of the Walk you fee this 
hollow Bafin, with its fevera! little Plantations 
lying fo conveniently under the Eye of the Be- 
holder; on the other tide of it there appears a 
feeming Mount, made up of Trees, rifing one 
higher than another, in Proportion as they ap- 
proach the Center. A Speétator, who has not’ 
heard this Account of it, would think this Cir- 
cular Mount was not only a real one, but ‘Wiat 
it had been aétually fcooped out of that holfow 
Space, which [ have before mentioned. I never 
yet met with any one who had walked in this 
Garden, who was not ftruck with that Part of it 
which | haveherementioned. As for my felf, you 
will find, by the Account which I havealready gi- 
ven you, that my Compofitions in Garden- 
ing are altogether after the Pizdarick manner, .and 
run into the beautiful Wildnefs of Nature, with- 
out affe&ting the nicer Elegancies of Art. What 
Iam now going to mention will, perhaps, deferve 
your Attention more than any thing | have yet 
faid. I find thet in the Difcourfe which I fpoke 
of at the beginning of my Letter, you are a- 


and indeed { aii fo far of your Opinion, that; F 
can by no means think the Verdure of an Ever- 
Green comparable to that which fhoots out An- 
nually, and cloaths our Trees in the. Summer 
Seafon. But I have often wondered that thofe 
who are like my felf, and love to live in Gar- 
den’, have never thought of contriving a Winter 
Garden, which fhould contift of fueh Trees only: 
as never caft their Leaves. We have very often. 
little Snatches of Sunfhine, and Fair Weather, in 
the moft uncomfortable Parts of the Year, and 
have frequently feveral Days in November and Fann- 
ary, that are as agreeable as any. in the fineft 
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could not be a greater Pleafure, than to walk in 
fuch a /Vixter Garden as | have propofed. In 
the Summer Seafon the whole Country blooms, 
and is akind of Garden, fur which reafon we are not 
fo fenfible of thofe Beauties, that at this time may’ 
be every where met with ; but when Nature is in her - 
Defolation, and prefents us with nothing but.
